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Applicant argued on page 1 , seventh paragraph of the Remarks that Carneal does not teach or sugguest "using the channel resource for 
both contention mode and non-contention mode at the same time," the examiner respectfully disagrees. Regarding these features 
claimed in claim 1, applicant's attention is directed to the 35 USC 103(a) rejection of claim 1 set forth in the previous Office action. That is, 
it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the resource allocation method 
of Carneal such that both the non-contention (random access mode) and contention access blocks (dedicated access mode) fall 
within the same assigned time slot for transmission. The motivation to do so is to allow the remote units to be able to share the 
communication resources provided by the hub station in a TDMA system. In addition, Carneal teaches a remote unit using the channel 
resource for both contention mode and non-contention mode concurrrenly (col. 11, lines 59-67, col. 12, lines 1-3). 

In response to applicant's argument on page 2, second paragraph of the Remarks that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "allocating a time-slot as "dedicated" to one VSAT, while 
other VSATs are allowed to use the same time slot") are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of 
the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 
(Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Therefore, claims 1-19,23,25,30-45.49 and 56-59 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Carneal et al. 
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
